Election/Restrictions 



1 . Restriction to one of tfie following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-15, 19, 20, drawn to a capacitor, classified in class 361, subclass 



II. Claims 16-18, drawn to a method for forming a capacitor dielectric, 
classified in class 427, subclass 457.

(Since the product claims 
are written in product-by-process fonri, any process may make the products. See

matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
